The ability of the regional ard 
local orgenizations of the world Commmist movement to hinder and 
obstruct the United States in its conduct of ' International afisire 
is a matter of direct end primary concern.

(7) Vulnerabilities ~ Despite its persuasive ideology, its 
highly disciplined personel and its carefully developed orgar Lza:-- 
tio, International Cammmism is almost continuously beret by 
differences of interpretation on matters of doctrine, by rival ries 
among key personnel and by embarrassing discrepancies between 
theory and practios. Furthermore, the international "perty li ae” 
often runs counter to the line which, for leeal reasons, varius 
national parties are sometimes forced to pursue. Yor the very 
reason that Commmist doctrine and discipline are so ririd, thuse 
contradictions sre particularly troublesome and ombarrabsing, and 
thus offer e potentially fertile field for explottation: by the 
democratic nations through diplomacy, propaganda and psy chcolays ical 
warfare.

The present program of the United States intelligence apenciae re-- 
lating t® the regional and national Communist parties must be iderit ified 
and systematized.

movement deserve consideration on the national levol, i.@., boctrir >, 
organization, strategy, opereticnal methods, personalities, end cayabili:. 
ies. In every country or region of significance to the United Stats 
policy, where a Commmist movament exists, careful attention: to these 
factors are a requirement of adequate intelligence coverage,: with poecie:. 
emphasia as indicated, 


(1) Doctrine - The specific application of Cammunist doctrine 
to the national scene must be studied and evaluated in the lipit 
of possible deviations from established patterns, The tational 
Communist movements afford many instences in which differences of 
a theoretical nature have resulted in. schism and a subséquent! Jew 
oline in influence and organisation, i.e., the requireméenta of 
Soviet policy towards the major powers has provided the: grounds 
for doctrinal dispute in the colonial areas over the principle of 
colonial independence. 


(2) Orgenization = A continuing survey of the orgenizatio. of 
each party should be undertaken to provide detailed and ‘curren. : 
knowledge of (a) national bodies such as national congresses. ihe 
central executive committee, the Politburo, the political secr-tarist. 
the control and auditing commissions, personnel assigned to ci -eet 
and control front organizations and special systems ineluding .arty 
training schools, party communications, and illegal apparatus; 

(b) regional level orvanizations, their respective jurisdictie-r

(7) Vulnerabilities ~ National Communist groups, like the 
international organization, are subject to numerous internal eme 
flicts and contradictions. These may spring from the persona} 
rivalries of individual leaders, from tha conflicting interest: 
of particular groups (such as rural and urban) or from the fags 
that the officially dictated "line" sometimes rms head on int. 
deep-ssated local traditions, prejudices and aspiratiog. The 
effective exploitation of these potential wealaicsses calls for 
considerably improved intelligence coveraze by Us Ss azdicles. 


Part 2 ~ PRUSENT COVERAGE OF INTURVATIOVAL COMMNISM BY UNITS) sTAT:S 
YNTELLIGENCE ACENCIRS 


In the past, intelligence coverage of Comnmist activities had 
suffered severely from the lack of any clear delineation of respons: oil:cry 
as between the various agencies. Each agency has been foreed to pits sone 
attention to the subject, and especially those aspects of it which ave 
had a direct bearing om the primary interests of the agency. ‘loweve fe 
there has been no camprehensive analysis of all relovant material at any 
one place within the Government, nor have any of the intelligpnoe me. 
Search agencies been able to render extensive service to other agen: ies, 
since the facilities of each are taxed to the limit in meeting the roe 
quirements of their omm departments. The result has been extensive 
duplication in superficial coverage, but novhere has the coverage beon 
sufficiently comprehensive to meet the needs of national, as opposet to 
departmental intelligence requirements. 


The Committee has attempted a reneral review of the scope and 
quality of studies on Commmism which have been prepared by the various 
agencies since the war. “hile the number of such studies has been s8:tbe 
stantial, the great majority have been concemed with current. and lel 
questions. Meny have been in response to specifie requests, and mosis of 
the remaindor have been focused on a specific development or a partjimlar 
Commmist capability in a certain country or arsa, Very few have beon 
sufficiently comprehensive or definitive to meet the needa of aation.1 
intelligences 
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After a general review of the produotion of the various egenat as 
covering Communism in all areas, the Committes proceeded to select one 
area for a more detailed study. The Near East we agreed upon as # 
suitable sample for this purpese, and Near Eastern spesielists fram: 
the various agencies wore invited to participate. From the Hiscuss Lone 
which followed, it appeared that the Near Eastern experts from the ree 
search agencies, especially OZR and ORE, wore of the opinion’ that the 
material which they were presently receiving was not adequate in quality 
to support any comprehensive estimate of Commnist capabilities in that: 
srea. This phase of the disoussio pointed to the conolusior that, 
certainly with rogard to tha Near East, and probably in other areas as 
well, present field collection Mis not adequate for the neade of U. 3. 
security. The netessary improvement can not be achieved, hotever,: util 
the research agencies are in a better position to furnish the colle cticn 
agencies with more detailed guidence as to their requirementt and rore 
authoritative evaluations of raw reports. 


A further problem results from the present confusion in the neoceessr-- 
ing and filing of incomine material. In some agencies reports on tora) 
Communist activities are procassed and filed by the appropriste repims) 
branches, while reports on international aspects of Commnis®: are handler 
by the branch covering the USSR. In others, international Cbmamizn are 
those Commmist activities which present security probloms are handled 
by functional brariches or groups. This results in extensive: duplieaticr 
in some cases, and in inadequate coverage in others. <A researcher seokin: 
ell of the material on e certain Commmist problem might havé to explore 
the files of a dozen different branches throughout the various agencies. 
Furthermore, he could not rely on the research agencies alone, sints oce- 
siderable valuable material apparently 18 held by the security agoncies. 


In view of the foregoing considerations, the Committees bas agreed te 


the conclusions and recoméndations set forth in parts II and ITI cf thie 
interim report.

That US policy and operational agencies require a greater vo.ume 
of better intelligence than has been produced on this subjee: in 
order to wage effective political, economic, psychological and 
other kinds of warfare against the USSR and the internationa®.

(a) from the viewpoint of the USSR, (b) as it relates tothe indiv-- 
idual country concerned, and (c) its total internationsl effect cr.
